For several years the station has 
been carrying on experiments 
aimed at providing sufficient 
| feed to produce finished hogs 
|with a minimum amount of la- 
|bor and other expense. In 1947 a 
| Series of farm crops were grown 
\that involved extra early, early, 
and late torn plus runner pea- 
|nuts. A total of 23,464 pounds of 
|pork was produced from this ex- 
periment with an average yield 
of 518 pounds per acre. In the 
{first trial the extra early, early, 
and late corn in combination 
|}with runner peanuts, furnished 
a finishing ration in the field 
from June to April. 

Other experiments of interest 
were those with lupine. Mr. Wil- 
son states that peanuts follow- 
\ing lupines gave a greater in- 
icrease in yield than any other 
ferop grown following this le- 
gume, In his lecture he also em- 
phasized the importance of pot- 
ash fertilizers for cotton land 
following peanuts that had been 
harvested for several years.
